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BOMB STUNT 



This harmless though highly exciting ceremony will not encourage the bol¬ 
shevik spirit or the bo nib-throwing habit. On the contrary, it will teach the 
candidate not to fool with bombs and infernal machines. 


This stunt consists of a chair, fake bomb and garbage can. The chair is ar¬ 
ranged to fire a blank cartridge and turn on electric current at the same time, 
any jump spark battery being used. The bomb is an iron ball with a fuse which 
docs a good deal of sputtering when lighted but throws off no sparks. The can 
is made with a firing device on the inside which explodes a blank cartridge. 


Candidate is seated on the chair and the lighted bomb is handed him by a 
bolshevik or attendant, or candidate might be compelled to light the bomb him¬ 
self. Of course, he expects the infernal machine to go off and lie can be made 
to believe it has, any time the attendant secs fit to shoot on the juice and fire the 
cartridge. The attendant then suggests that he throw the bomb into the garbage 
can, and this strikes the candidate as being a good way out of his precarious 
situation. As he raises the lid and is in the act of throwing in the bomb, the 
explosion in the can occurs, and candidate thanks his stars that he got rid of 
the bomb just in time to escape being blown into atoms.

Immediately the philanthropic can¬ 
didates jump to their feet, with exclamations indicating that they want to head 
the list. Or a member moves that the candidates be raised to the next degree.

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FENCING CONTEST 



You may have read about the '"Man on the Bax,” but here is where you 
learn about the man IN the box. And yet this is not a boxing match—it is 
simply a revival of that old art of fencing. The results are far-reaching; that 
is, one contestant may not only feel for the other fellow, but if he is real handy 
with the pole he may also reach him. And when one or more of the contest¬ 
ants take a tumble, the fun just begins, because they land on something “hot M 
and there is a wild scramble to get out of the desert. 

These boxes are proper height and there is just about enough room at the 
bottom for a man's feet, This makes it rather difficult for the contestants ta 
maintain their equilibrium when warding off attack and reaching for their oppo¬ 
nents. 


Boxes are made of insulated fibre and are very light, yet strong, shaped to 

permit resting; in fact, Strong enough that you can invert boxes and candidates 

stand on bottom if preferred to use in this manner. 

The best way to put on this fencing contest is to use four boxes and an 
electric carpet sixteen feet square. Place the boxes at the Corners about four 
feet from each edge, so there will be room for the fencers to land on a warm 
spot, no matter which way they fall.

Conductor: “Moat Worthy Officer, I again present this candidate to you for 
further instructions. It is not my desire to dictate to you, but with your ap¬ 
proval, I would suggest that we let him rest while the other candidate who is 
waiting receives part of his initiation.” 

Officer; "Worthy Conductor, your suggestion is indeed a good one. We 
can advance the other candidate to where this one has left off, and then adminis¬ 
ter the secret work to both at once. You will therefore conduct this candidate 
to the lounge, where he may rest while we confer the degree on the other candi- 
dfite. T would suggest that you keep him hoodwinked, as he is not yet eligible 
to membership, and is not entitled to see the work performed." (To candidate.) 
“My friend, while you recline ott the lounge, you may find it a little ‘buggy/ and 
if you should have a nightmare, do not permit it to disturb you. You may 
dream that vou arc in a railroad wreck, or that you are riding a goat, but when 
we awaken you, you will then realize that it was only a dream, I hope, how¬ 
ever, that you will have pleasant dreams and feel rested when we cal! on you 
to finish the work.”

SUGGESTIONS AND DIRECTIONS 

For Introducing and Using Our 

Burlesque and Side Degree 

PARAPHERNALIA 


Before conferring any initiation, it will be well for those taking part to 
memorize the plans in this book and rehearse at least once* so that everything 
will run smoothly. 

The principal work is done by the Chief Officer. For this Officer, the 
Society should select a man who has had experience as a presiding officer, 
or one who is a good talker. The success of the work depends much on the 
ability to this Officer to properly render his part. 

The initiation will be much more impressive if each one taking part is 
disguised with a burlesque costume, and all in the room are masked so 
candidate will recognize none. Candidate is also often dressed in a burlesque 
costume, to make him look ridiculous, One special advantage of members 
wearing masks is that they may smile and enjoy the work unknown to candi¬ 
date. All persons should be careful not to laugh aloud. 

There should be two or three selected as floor managers or attendants. 
It should be their duty to familiarize themselves with the paraphernalia used, 
as much of the success of the work rests with them, and in their ability to 
properly handle candidate. 

Initiatory work should be performed like a drama; each person to 
master his part and the attendants to prepare the paraphernalia and settings. 


IMPORTANT 

Before bringing candidate in the Lodge room, he must be wamingly 
instructed by attendant that it is necessary to step very high while trav¬ 
eling the paths upon which lie is about to venture. Make it emphatic by 
telling him that there has been barbed wire stretched and obstructions placed 
in various places whereby he might be tripped. Impart this to him in an earnest 
manner and see what an amusing effect it will have. 
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GOAT (Any Kind)

A NOVEL WAY TO INTRODUCE THE GOAT 

Candidate is hoodwinked in ante-room and conducted to Chief Odicer's station. 

Conductor: “Chief Officer, I present von Mr.--, who is a 

candidate seeking the mysteries of our Order, He awaits your instructions.” 

Officer: “My friend, before advancing you into this grand and noble 
Order* it is my duty to examine you. Your answers, will be considered by the 
Lodge and your advancement will depend upon the answers." 

"What is your name in full?” 

"How old are you?” 

'Are you single or married?" 

(If married) “How many children have you?" 

“What is your occupation?" 

"Have yon always been able to earn a good livelihood?” 

“Do you consider yourself to be sound and in good health?" 

“Have you a good appetite?” 

“Do you eat meat?" 

“Do you like butler?" 

“Which do you prefer; genuine butter or oleomargarine?" 

(If the candidate says butterr) 

“Very well, we will try to satisfy your appetite. We have the best butter 
in this section of the country, This butter has been tried by every candidate* 
and they all testify that it is genuine butter. Attendants, bring forth Billie* our 
blitter, and administer some of his good qualities to our candidate." 

(If the candidate &ays olemar&iirtric:> 

"Very well, we shall try to satisfy your appetite. We have the best manu¬ 
factured butter in this section of the country. This butter lias been tried by 
every candidate, and altho it is not the genuine article, yet all of them testify 
that tt is a good, hard butter. Attendants, bring forth Oleomargarine, our 
manufactured butter, and administer some of its good qualities to our candidate.” 

(Goat is brought in. Candidate is mounted and (Driven a ride around FOO-tn, and filially dis¬ 
mounted hi front 01 officer’s station, when tin:: folLowinfr is introduced, if desired:) 

Officer: “Well, sir, how do you like our butter?" 

(Candidate is JiohEe to gay it's all right.) 

Officer: “Now, my friend, you said, I believe, that you liked meat any old 
way* l am glad to know that you do, because we have an obligation in the way 
of a meat test which I will have to administer to you.” 

(Introduce courage or meat tost described on page IV.) 


TRICK OR SURPRISE CHAIR 

(The chair can be introduced to candidate without suspicion of any catch.) 

(One of the best methods ii to have chair sot either to riffhl or in front of Presiding Officer 
duriiiH 1 entire initial ion, and after candidate has been put through variola* tesus. the Officer will 
congratulate him for his courage, etc., and after Bivi»(j him the secret work will say:) 

Officer: “How* sir, you have withstood all the tests and proved yourself 
worthy ul" becoming a member of our Lodge and as you have the secret work, 
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I will ask you to take xt seat at my right (or on the chair in front of my station) 
while we proceed to close the Lodge in regular form." 

(Candidate congratulates himself that it is nil over and is glad to lsJt« the neat offered. 
The elect lie attachment adds much to the merriment. IE this is used, turn current on just as trap 
is sprung,) 


TRICK or SURPRISE CHAIR (Another Way) 

A member may be seated on the trick chair and officer will ask llim to kindly let the ncirly 
adopted member be sealed oil the chair ivhilc the brothers arise and give him the grand honors, 
(Officer will give three raps and alt will rise and he will then ask candidate to take the seat of 
honor.) 


SURPRISE CHAIR (Another Way) 

When candidate is seated OIJ the chair, confront him suddenly iykh a gun, idling him, ypu 
have reason to believe lie has papers in his possession belonging to the Lodge. Command him 
to throw op his hands that ht may lie searched. Meanwhile an officer conics tip ready to search 
him. As soon as both hands are well up, spring the trap. Having his hands up will cause him 
to turn a complete somersault. The electric attachment adds much to the merriment, |£ attach¬ 
ment ti used, turn current on just as trap is sprung. 


HE STINK OR BAD EG G TEST 

Prepare atomizer* ju.it before using, by dropping a small quantity of de-stitlk liquid inside of 
rccepliidf- Then Ja>' it out of sight of candidate. Having also ill readiness Out fijfg With the 
ccjntcnls blown OUE and the shell filled with waters also one perfect egg. 

Candidate is now presented to Officer, who will elite* into following dialogue: 

Officer: “There are three essentials you must possess in order that yottr 
name be enrolled on our record. First, a positive vision—second, a sensitive 
touch—third, an acute sense of smell. We cannot accept parties who are 
liable to get killed by a train just because they couldn't see it coming. We 
absolutely refuse to act on the application of any fellow who really cannot 
detect any difference between an egg and a 'sock darner.' Yet the most import¬ 
ant of all is the sense of smell. This we must test thoroughly, I, therefore, 
ask you to give me both brief and precise answers to the following questions: 

(Shawm# candidate the egg.) 

“What is this I hold in my hand?” 

Candidate: “An egg.” 

Officer: "Correct. Your vision is good. I will now test your sense of 
touch. (Hookwink3 candidate ami places egg in his hand,) What is it you 
hold hi your hand?” 

Candidate:—"An egg.” 

Officer: "Very good, you arc doing nicety, Now for the hardest test¬ 
is it a good or bad egg?” 

Candidate: ”1 don't know, or 1 think so.”

Candidate: "Bad.” 

Officer: “I am sorry to say that you were compelled to pronounce it as 
such, and I pronounce your sense of smell perfect. 1 regret very mucin that 
the egg with which I made the lest happened to be a bad one, as I had in¬ 
structed our janitor to select a good fresh one. The attendant will please get 

a towel and remove as much as possible the horrible contents of the bad egg, 
which has been scattered over your head and clothing. I will also advice you

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THE DEVIL'S SLIDE 


(Conduct candidate to antc-raam and while the Diving Elk is lining prepared, blindfold him 
and tie apron snugly around fiia n&ck. Then conduct him to Chief Officer's station,) 


Conductor: “You arc now in front of the Chief Officer, who will address 
you/' 


Chief Officer: "Mr, —---, while we arc assured that you arc 

a man of courage* yet assurances are of little value, as they have often proven 
untrue. We trust they are true in your ease, however. You are undoubtedly 
familiar with the daring of the high diver, The attendants will soon place you 
in an easy chair and will elevate you thru a large trap door in the ceiling to a 
height of about 25 feet, when you will demonstrate your right tn associate with 
men of courage by diving off into a shallow pool of water," (In a command¬ 
ing tone of voice, “Attendants, prepare to elevate the candidate. 11 ') 


(Attendants l hell seat candidate and buddt the straps, binding him to the chair* He ia 
then ilrjftlv elevated by means of the windlass and at the same lime the clattering crank ia 
1-nrned about three ^ times as fas! as the windlass. An attendant nearby _calls instructions to 
manipulators and gives words of encouragement to candidate, finally speaking IhrouKli a paste¬ 
board mailing tube or roll of paper which is pointed downward, This makes the Speaker seem 
many feet below candidate- Tile manipulator should draw Inin up a little distance and then 
let him back part way again, thus taking longer to reach the top and causing him to lose 
alt idea of distance. There should be a large galvanised iron tub near by with water in it, 
and two men should alternately dip up a bucket of water and pour it back, making a sound of 
abundant water. Asi sOCsn as top is reached, the trigger is. set, the rop? jg unbooked and candidate 
is ready for lila plunge, ^ As he starts- down, give exclamations, shouts and cries. Attendant 
standing near foot of incline receives him with a strong blast of water from ilie squirt gun. As 
soon as chair stops, attendant will wipe candidate's face, unstrap him and lead him to ante-room, 
where be will remove the apron and hoodwink while the lodge room is Iming cleared, Al a signal 
from lodge room he Es conducted to Chief Officer's station, where be ig. commended for bis courage .) 


Chief Officer; fi My friend, while you did not make the dive in quite the 
proper way, yet you have shown that you are a man of courage and we are 
pleased to admit you to intimate association with ns. (To Conductor), Con¬ 
ductor, conduct our fricrut to the looking glass and aid him to take away all 
traces of tlie results of the dive, after which you will conduct him to a seat 
among us." 

(Conduct him to trick mirror, sec page XXVI, and Slscn to surprise chair, page II.) 


THE CANNON 


(The Cannon may be introduced at close of initiation, just before the obligation is taken. 
Conductor ia asked to retire with candidate so the Lodge may consider his eligibility. In a 
tew minutes they are called, and Conductor presents candidate fit Chief Officer's station, who 
addresses him thus:) 

Chief Officer: "Mr, --, I am very sorry to say that you have 

not proven yourself eligible to become a member of this Lodge. You have failed 
to lift the required number of pounds on our lifting machine. You also- did not 
register very high on our Lung Tester. However, as you have gone so far, it 
would not be advisable to turn you out to expose what you have passed through, 
The Lodge has therefore decided that you must be shot. You will therefore 
prepare ^yourself to he shot, and in case you have any papers or word which 
you desire delivered to your family or friends, 1 will be glad to grant a dying 
man's last request” 

(Cannon is then prepared aa per instructions..) 
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TRICK GUNS 
(Willktn Tell Method) 


By using: both Guns; the William Tell act can be performed very effectively. 
Candidate is told that his confidence in the Order is to be tested by having a 
member act as William Tell and shoot the apple off his head. Apple is placed 
on bead of candidate. Member doing the shooting uses front action rifle, and 
the result is that candidate gets a free hath. He is then given the privilege QJ 
acting the part of William Tell and is to shoot the apple from the head of an¬ 
other supposed candidate. 


(Let someone whom candidates will not recognise as being a member act tlie port of the 
other candidate.) 

The hack-action rifle is then substituted for the front action, but this must 
be done without candidate's knowledge He will of course expect % rifle to 
shoot water out of the end of barrel as it did before, but instead it will shoot 
backward and he himself will again be the victim. 

If desired, the act described above can be reversed, letting candidate use 
back-action rifle first. Apple is then placed on bis head and front-action rifle is 
used by person doing the shooting. r l he result is that candidate unexpectedly 
gets another free bath. 


TRICK GUNS 
(Duel) 


Another amusing and positive method of introducing both rifles is the so- 
called "duel.” Hand candidates back-action rifle and give a member acting as 
supposed candidate, the front-action rifle. Instruct both participating parties of 
the reward to be given for the better shot and also name a severe penalty which 
will be preferred against the fellow who makes a bad aim. Insist upon the nec¬ 
essity of each aiming at the face and not the heart. 


Prior to duel, advise the member with front-action rifle that he must shoot 
first and instruct him to he particular in getting his face behind the rifle’so can¬ 
didate will do likewise. This part must he done quickly. We discourage pro¬ 
longed aim since candidate will have a tendency to question the manipulation of 
rifle and may hold it in a position which would not produce the desired results. 
If member succeeds in hitting him squarely in the face, particular care will be 
taken upon the part of candidate to see that he gets revenge in like manner. 
However, lie finds himself foiled again. 


HOW TO USE ONE GUN ONLY 
(One Method) 

If Lodge does not want to invest in both guns, the one shooting backward 
can be used to good advantage, Have a target placed at one end of room and 
tell candidate that you wish to test his ability as a marksman before he is ad¬ 
mitted to the Order, that members of this Order must be able to defend them¬ 
selves and even their country if called upon. Candidate will receive the full 
charge of water in his face whether he gets good aim on the target or not. 
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BACK-ACTION GUN 
(Another Method) 

Have a member adorned with the Donkey Costume and specify that the 
head be made with water attachment. Tell candidate that he must prove his 
ability as a marksman by hitting the Donkey in the eye. Make it understood 
that no individual is admitted to the Order unless he is able to defend himself, 
after being provided with a gun properly loaded, against a common old donkey* 
Warn him that if lie does not hit the animal in the weak spot mentioned, he is 
liable to receive a warm reception from its heels, which are always ready for 
action* 

Let candidate also receive a full charge of water from “donkey" just as he 
discharges gun. He will then be satisfied that “everything is coming his way." 


ELECTRIC BRANDING 
(Form One) 

(In order to perform tins "feat 11, with good effect it i& necessary to have a fake candidate 
and pretend to initiate two at once.) 

Conductor: (Enters Lodge room with both candidates and halts in front 
of officers station,) “Chief Officer, I present two candidates who desire to be 
initiated into the mysteries of this Society.” 

Officer: “My friends, before giving you any of the secret work, you must 
be branded with the insignia of our Order. Tt is the custom of this Society to 
brand each candidate so he can be identified if found dead. Are you both will¬ 
ing to undergo this ordeal?". 

(Both fffve their consent,) 

"Conductor, you ’'■rill retire to ante-room with both candidates, and yon will 
return with one at a time when notified.” 

(Conductor escorts caw)states to ante-room.) 

(The brand wtlj then be prepared. When ready, the Door Keeper opens ante-room floor 
and announces that Officer is rendy for the br.-mcling, Conductor then enters with fake candidate, 
who will scream as if hurt shortly after entering (he Lodge room. He will then take a seat 
on a chair at side of Officer's station and powder his face so as to look pale, and a physician 
with one or two brothers may be fanning him and pretending to he watting on him when the 
real candidate is brought in and presented to Officer.) 

Conductor: “Chief Officer, I present to you the other candidate to he 
branded with the insignia of this Order," 

Officer: “My friend, the candidate just branded did not have courage 
enough to withstand the branding without fainting, I hope that you will he 
able to endure it better. It is true that the branding is painful, hut it is of short 
duration and had to be endured by all members of this Order." 

(Fake candidate keps groaning all the while as if suffering.) 

“Attendants, you will prepare candidate for the branding. It might be 
well to hoodwink him so he cannot see the operation performed* I believe he 
can better endure it if not permitted to sec.” 

(Conductor will have candidate *it aslrtclc a common chair facing its back, and then 
hoodwink him while attendants; pull his shirt put of his trousers, exposing his hack. When 
all is in readiness. Officer will sayi) 

Officr; "Chief Rrander* is the iron good and hot?” 

Chief Brander: “It is, your honor.” 

Officer: “Then advance and perform your duty by branding the candidate.” 
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ELECTRIC BRANDING 
{Form Two) 

Introduced same as Form One, except that Conductor enters with candidate ®nd halts near 
tlxq door just after fake candidate screams. Fake candidate then pretends to faint and attendants 
lay him down and fan him and put cold water on his brow. They may also ask if there is a 
uhysician in the room, and the officers gather around and look worried, etc,, making ihg scene as 
realistic and imprcs-rfiive as possible. After a moment, fictitious candidate "comes to,” 3S assisted 
to arise and is led to a chair, where someone continue* to Fan him. Thg Lodge is then called 
to order again. 


ELECTRIC BRANDING 
(Form Three) 

Deceptive Brand and Ink Pad Required 

Introduced same as Form One, except that candidate remains in the room throughout the 
proceedings. Proceed as follows i 

While preparing brand, conductor retires near door with candidate and re¬ 
quests him to be seated, at the same time locking the door. He then returns 
to fake candidate and has him set astride a common chair facing its back. At¬ 
tendants pull shirt out of his trousers, exposing his back, Fake candidate should 
be In such a position that real candidate can see the deceptive brand applied to 
hack. When fake candidate is branded with deceptive brand he should squirm 
and writhe as if in great agony, adding emphasis to his action first by a scream 
and then by continued groaning He may then pretend to faint, etc., as sug¬ 
gested in Form Two, 

A More Severe Way of Using the Branding Outfit 
With Operating and Whirling Table 

Officer: M My friend, you have so far proved yourself worthy of becoming 
a member of our Order. Some of the tests were to teach you valuable lessons 
which you will no doubt not soon forget. Others were to amuse our brothers, 
but you will now have to undergo a painful ordeal before registering your name 
on our records. This organization is probably the only one which brands each 
of its members,” 

(The attendants will prepare lor* the brandinff.) 

“Now, my friend, let me assure you, while the branding is painful, it is not 
dangerous, We have had but one die from the results of blood poison and one of 
heart failure, but your blood is in good condition, and judging from your nerve 
in withstanding all former tests, I do not think there is any danger of blood 
poison or heart failure.” 

Officer; “Attendants, prepare the candidate to be branded; fasten him 
securely to the operating table and have the brand heated red hot so it will burn 
our mark well into his flesh.” 

f Attendants hoodwink candidate and strap him securely to Whirling board prepared especially 
iar the purpose, Unbutton candidate's shirt as to brand him an the breast.) 

Officer: “Chief Grander, is the iron good and hot, and are you ready to 
perform your duty?” 

Chief Brander: “Officer, the iron i& hot and I am ready to perform my 
duty.” 

Officer: "Then apply the brand.” 

(Chief Brandcr advances and applies llie Electric brand.) 

“Great horror si He is dead I He has been unable to withstand so severe 
a test, and lie lies dead upon the table!” 

(Much confusion and many suggestions as to belter way to dispose of l>o4y z it hemp 
finally decided to l*tiir ii away and deposit It in an old well near the hall. After marching several 
times around room and through doors, carry ing candidate will) whir tins hoard on their shoulder s, 
a halt is cnlted at the place where framework for "whirling 1 board" is placed, and the hooka are 
H'lufetly attacked to the rings at end?. Attendants whisper to each other to drop body head first 
into well, when, at a given si^n, candidate is given ;i whirl which sends him spinning ”cnd over 
end.” The hoard is, then stopped and attendants quietly walk a little distance away, discussing 
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in a tow to tie-, so that candidate can hear, whether or not he was really dijacl. One will nay 
that lie thinks he saw him move, etc., etc. Finally they decide to draw him lip out of well and 
return him to Lodge room for careful exam illation, They quietly step up to candidate, srive 
him another whirl and tlien take him on their shoulders agAin, walking around Lodge hall a 
few times, when they come to A halt and lay him down. One then addresses Officer:) 

“We took his hotly to the old well anti after letting it down, some of the 
brothers had good reasons to believe that the candidate was not dead, so we 
drew him up again and brought him back for a careful examination,” 

Officer; H You did well under such circumstances to return with him, as in 
the event that he might have life, he could have called, assistance by loud cries, 
and the discovery of our deed would end in serious results. 11 

(Officer advances, feds candtdtc’a pulse and places h is ear over candidates heart and 
exclaims:) 

“The heart still beats, and he is now breathing! 1 * “Attendants* unbind him.*' 

(Attendants unkind, remove hoodwink and stand him on his feet.) 

Officer; (Shaking hands with candidate, says): “My friend, I congratu¬ 
late you on your nerve through this test. We are always glad to have men of 
iron nerve to become members of our grand Order." 


THE PLEDGE ALTAR 

The Pledge Altar may be introduced after candidate has been through most of r the other 
various stunts. Th* very fact that the word “pled! ^ IS connected with the name of the Altar 
assures him that all trials are over and he is soon to be admitted into full ranks. 

Officer; c 'Nfow, sir, we have tried your faith and sincerity in the presence 
of the members of this Lodge and It is fully agreed that you possess all the 
necessary qualities to make a good member. A!1 that remains is taking the 
pledge. This will not hind you to any particular sect or creed but is done simply 
to preserve ihc secrets of our fraternity. t By taking the pledge now, you will 
have the pleasure of seeing the other poor victims initiated. Are you willing 
to proceed with the obligation?" 

(Candidate answers, T T am/') 

Officer; “1 am glad for your affirmative reply, 1 ’ "Attendant, escort our 
friend to the altar." 

(Officer precedes Attendant who is assisting' candidate and approaches the front side of 
Pledge Altar, where an electric carpet is placed Tipon which candidate is asked to stand. After 
candidate is properly stationed, officer passes a rout™ to opposite side.) 

Officer; (Gives three raps; members rise,) "Brothers, we have assembled 
here tonight to teach this applicant the good things to be derived from a fraternal 
society, founded on principles of true love and friendship and may I beseech 
you, one and all, to give your very best attention and respect while we now 
participate in the obligation.” "Applicant, you will please kneel where you are 
and fold your hands resting them on the altar. Remember, you are not to 
change this position until I command you to rise, By this act, you publicly 
signify soundness of mind In pledging your sacred honor to this solemn vow. 
which I now ask you to repeat after me.* 1 

“I (your name) — in the presence of these members assembled—pledge my 
hearty approval of all the methods adopted tonight- to teach me the lessons so 
requisite for a plain understanding of the requirements of this fraternity—and 
I will forever, faithfully and conscientiously — perform all duties connected with 
my membership —necessary to maintain the high standing of this fraternity in 
our community. If I flinch in this obligation — or show signs of deceit — may 
l he chastised severely at Ibis ahar for ever asking admittance into your ranks — 
but if I am worthy— pray receive me." 
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(Right at this point give him a quick electric shock. When he flinches, attendants will say:? 

Attendant: '‘Officer, our friend has changed his position, thus violating the 
pledge even while taking it. Trust hint up further," 

Officer: (Gives one rap; members all sit,) "Brothers, T must confess my 
disappointment in this applicant, but you have probably noticed like myself that 
with this exception, he has conducted himself very nobly and I hardly think we 
should censure him for this apparent nervousness. I. therefore, take the privilege 
of continuing with the pledge/' “My friend. I have expressed confidence in you 
to all members present, so if you fibll below their expectations again, I am power¬ 
less as far as rendering any assistance is concerned, to get you in this Lodge, 
We will now continue with the pledge, but do not forget my remarks/' 

<F I further promise—that under no circumstances or conditions—will I—even 
though threatened with dire calamity—or tempted with great reward—ever for* 
get to put in practice—the lessons that have been imparted to me, May the 
ghost of Satan forever haunt me—if I falter in my promise.' 1 

(Ah officer repeats last sentence, he should mise hi? right hand, ^ if taking an oath and, 
whether nr not the candidate does likewise, should spring the lever just the moment the sentence 
is uttered. At same time attendant should (give him anoher shock. A most star tiling effect can 
lie produced by introducing- this Altar as Suggested,!! 


THE MOLTEN LEAD TEST 

Officer: “My friend, it was a Datto who suggested dropping a prisoner 
in boiling oil, but we, as civilized men. do not resort to such barbarism. We do, 
however, have certain tests which, while not necessarily fatal, are dangerous if 
performed carelessly. The test which I am now going to introduce is one 
which will prove your faith in this Order. It will require iron nerve, but I be¬ 
lieve that you have the necessary courage. You will ho asked to plunge your 
hands into a pot of molten load/' 

(To masked attendants:, who have been pretending tq be heating and melting: the lead 
where candidate can see them; 

"Attendants, is the lead good and hot?" 

Attendant: "It is, your honor We have it red hot,” 

(The officer then leads eandidnle to the molten lead.) 

Officer: "Now, sir, I demand you. if you are not a coward, to plunge your 
hands down deep into this molten lead/' 

(If he refuses, attendants take hold of him and force his laanrEs into it. When Hie electric 
attachment is used, candidate should be requested to remove life shoes and sox before the test 
Is introduced. The officer should see that candidate stands on the mat.) 

(Optional) 

If candidate refuses to jilungc his hands into the molten lead, officer may proceed as 
follows;) 

Officer: “Coward! Coward! I am surprised at you, and I regret that some 
of our brothers used such poor judgment in presenting you for membership. 
We have no use for cowards here," "Attendant, 1 will ask you as one of our 
brave brothers, to plunge your hand deep into this molten lead to prove to this 
cowardly candidate the courage he lacks. 

(To candidate:) 

"Now, sir, since you have proved yourself unworthy of proceeding further 
toward becoming a member of this Lodge, I ask you to take a seat at my left 
while the Lodge decides how to dispose of your case/' 

(Scats candidate on trick or surprise chair find touches it ™fF, Or candidate may be asked 
to step upon the judgment stand or throne of honor while the Lodge disputes of his case, 
and when he tries to explain why he refused the orders given him by the officer, trap is sprung,)

Officer: "Now, sir, since you have demonstrated to us that you are too 
much of a coward to plunge your hands into molten kadi I will test your cour¬ 
age on something easier. You will seat yourself on that spikey stool. If you 
are not a coward, you will obey my orders and sit squarely on the points of those 
steel spikes/ 1 

fT'sfl either the ipikey stool willa or without water attachment f the otic with water nt- 
laehmcn t i» preferable. It' candidate refuses ip obey orders, attendants sEio Lild he requested l<i 
force him to sit on Stool. The spiltey stool with real Steel spike. 1 ! may Iks used to advantage by 
having the candidate examine it and then slyly substitute stout with rubber spikes.) 


SPIKEY STOOL 
(Another Way) 

Officer: (To Candidate). "Now, sir, to prove your faith in this Order, I 
command you to sit on that stool, set with -steel spikes. If you have the re¬ 
quired faith and courage you will obey my orders.” 

(Members may call him a coward, Others will ask 1'iitn not to he so foolish as tt> try it, 
etc. If He r duses, officer will say:) 

"Attendants, do your duty/' 

(Attendants will then force him to sit on the rubber spikes, or one of them may ait on 
them himself and all hiss candidate and call him a co-ward-) 

b Then presiding; officer, may prefer charges against candidate for being a coward and not 
having sufficient conrajfe to obey has commands, etc., and then lead Him onto judgment stand, 
throne of honor, or any other catch or test, or punish him by branding him as a coward, or mak¬ 
ing him undergo the iron test. 

If candidate is on to J “rubber spiked affairs/' the spikey stool with water should be intro¬ 
duced and the water Will remind hint tEiat he is not "on" to all sptkejr things, after nil. 


THE MUTOSCOFE 
(Form One) 

When introducing the mutosca-pE in connection with Other articles, such as Lung Tester, 
Lifting and Spanking Machine or Invisible Paddle Machine, Iron Test, Trick Camera, Trick 
Telephone, Judgment Stand, etc., see lhat the sign-board is turned so words “The Muto&cojic" 
arc in front. 

(Attendant brings candidate hoodwinked to the officer's station.) 

Officer: "My dear applicant, you can Indeed consider yourself very for¬ 
tunate that this Lodge decided, prior to your initiation, to be unusually lenient 
with you. We have omitted over half of our regular work so you can guess 
what would have been left of your poor anatomy if the full course had been 
pursued. We shuill now put all fun aside and reveal the mysteries of this Order. 
See that you heed my admonition and be ever mindful of your obligations/' 
“Attendant, remove the hoodwink/' 

(Hoodwink is removed.) 

Officer: “The secrets of this Order are communicated different from any 
other fraternity. Instead of speaking the password and showing how the grip is 
given, etc,* we demonstrate by illustrations through a mutoscope. In this way 
all danger of outsiders becoming familiar with our secret work is eliminated. It 
shows just how to give all the signs and participate in all the tests, You will 
now follow the attendant to the mutoscope and he will show you how to work 
it In the meantime* I shall prepare your membership papers and after the 
mysteries of this Order have been revealed. It will only lake your signature to 
entitle you to the full rights and privileges of this Lodge/' 

(Attendant escorts candidate ta machine anti secs that it is ready far operation. Py the 
attendant looking in it several times and ]>reisLrt£ the button, candidate will not hesitate to 
“follow suit,") 


THE MUTOSCOPE 
(Form Two) 

When Mu to scope is used in club room* or in Lodge room prior lo opening of reguhr session 
Of Lodge, it should have the sian-hoard turned so picture of a ballet girl and words ' For Men 
Only are in Front, the machine should he placed next to wall where it may he readily seen and 
most conveniently reached. 
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TRICK COFFEE URN 

The Coffee Urn may be introduced alter candidate has passed through several good hart, 
Stunts, Attendant should See that tOl> of urn is filled with ridiculous,, unappetizing things. _lhe 
mote absurd, the better. Have bottom receptacle filled with coffee before inroiucmg candidate. 

Attendant: "Most Worthy Officer, I notice that the candidate displays 
signs of weakness, This may either be the result of not having had enough to 
eat before coming here, or of some physical ailment. However, I would suggest 
that he be given a cup of coffee/' 

Officer: “I have also noticed somewhat of a weakness in our candidate. 
Our Lodge is composed of strong, healthy men, and we cannot permit an invalid 
to become one of us and absorb all our treasury as sick benefits, neither do we 
want any among us who are not able to furnish their families with the neces¬ 
saries of life. However, if it is just a matter of not being able to get enough 
to eat, some of us might give, or find him a job, whereby he would be able to 
support himself and family. You will therefore give him a cup of coffee, and 
we will judge from that, what action is best In the matter" 

{The coffee must be of a drinking 1 temperature. As soon as candidate commences to drink, 
attendant will pull out art old dish rag, some limburger -cheese, feathers, n piece of soap, etc. If 
candidate refuses to drink after seeing these things, officer will make him mount the judgment 
Stand and pledge before leaving the Lodge room that he will not reveal any of the proceedings 
he has witnessed. If the Lodge has the Shoot the Chutes, it would be preferable to use it became 
candidate will think lie has been put 011t by lightning express.) 


TREAD MILL 

(Conductor escorts candidate hoodwinked to presiding officer's station and addresses officer 
as follows:) 

Conductor: "This candidate still shows obstinate characteristics and you 
know our noble Order will never receive a man of such qualities. I am rather 
inclined to think he did not ride the goat long enough to get these ‘butted 1 oitt 
of him. A penitentiary ‘work-out’ is the thing he needs. Let's commence at his 
feet first/* 

Officer; “My friend, you arc not unlike other candidates in this respect 
so you must pass through an ordeal that we all have had some experience with. 
The lesson you will learn from this 'work-out p may seem the hardest task you 
ever undertook, but it will be a sweet remembrance. The principles will be so 
vividly imparted that you can not help but grasp them. Fraternal ism teaches 
that when you are called upon to do certain things, or render assistance to a 
brother, your response must be prompt Standing still and expressing regrets, 
etc., will not accomplish anything, A responsive, unselfish and kind-hearted 
man is the kind of material we want. Are you willing to prove that you are 
such a man?" 

(Candidate answers, '*1 am,") 

Officer; “Then, go with the conductor and do as ha bids," 

(Conductor takes candidate to tread mill and "try* out" fi{!i pedal erxtreinIties until be 
acknowledges that he has traveled far enough to have hcen around the globe, had Sic been on a 
straight road,) 


THE GUILLOTINE 

Introduced as a punishment by giving candidate a sentence to be beheaded for arty fictitious 
charge such as refusing to plunge his hands into the molten lead, to wash fits hands in the electric 
lavatory, to tfrittk nt the electric fountain, etc. 

Alto introduced by ordering candidate expelled from Lodge roorn lor some fictitious reason, 
and then someone says ih,at if he lie allowed to gi> out into the world he will give away _all 
llie BCCtets of the Order. Thctl another argues that It Would, bo belter to do away with llim, 
which, prevails. He h then introduced In the guillotine, 

Mav also be introduced the same as the ?.?iw mill, Sec page XXVIII. 
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TRIP THROUGH A STORMY DESERT 


{In Ante-Rgom) 

Escort; "Before you take the journey through our Lodge, I must require 
of you certain pledges, First, will you promise to obey all commands?' 1 

Candidate: “I will." 

Escort: “Arc you willing to submit In severe and humiliating tests of 
your good intentions and will you absolve all members from any blame or cen¬ 
sure should they in any manner displease or offend you in the obligation?” 

Candidate: “Yes/' 

Escort; "Then submit to this hoodwink until I please to remove it/" 

(Candidate randl Escort then enter Lodge room which hns itl the meantime been property 
arranged. 

Officer: “How dare a stranger enter this desolate place, and pray, what 
do you seek?” 

Escort: “We are on a journey and have conic this way to avoid the dense 
woods whose inhabitants are more deceitful and dangerous than all the snares 
and evils ever planned by human mind. I beg you to be our guide, so while 
we traverse your domain no harm can befall us.” 

Officer: “I will do so. but before starting, let us make proper preparations 
and take sufficient provisions. 1 see the stranger is provided with a hood¬ 
wink to shade his eyes from the glaring hot sun but has no sandals He will 
please remove his shoes and sox, and my attendants will buckle on sandals/* 

Candidate sits down and takes off his shoes .rand sox and attendant bteps up with pair of 
electric sandals which arc substituted instead. Large baskets filled with heavy articles should 
he brought forth and set at his feet. 


Officer: “We will now proceed. Stranger, take hold those baskets at your 
side and bring them along/ 1 


(Escort will conduct candidate around Lodge room several times until hia burden .gets the 
h^st of hitru AH li slits can be turned -off in the meant! tic and escort will remove the 
hoodwink when they stop to rest. Presently the rumbling of Plunder is heard in the distance, 
followed at intervals by a dull flash of lightning. Escort Commences 10 groan and members 
(o make strange sounds. The storm wilt continue to get worse and worse, until the vivid flashes 
of lightning and loud peals of thunder change into the sound of rain and wind-) 

Escort: “Worthy Guide, lei us get away from this approaching storm. 
The air amt ground seem filled with electricity/* 

(Attendant must be ready to turn on electricity in candidate's sandals when escort says above.) 

Officer: “The storm has changed its course, so we are safe itt resuming 
our journey. Gather up your provisions and follow me.” 

(Escort will hoodwink candidate again and band him the baskets to carry. The tights 
ttt I he room can then be turned on, If the Lodge will buy our patent hoodwink, it will be 
much more convenient because the light, darkness and tableau effect can be produced without re¬ 
moving hoodwink.) 


Officer* “We are now in the center of the desert. Yonder remains the 
only well within fifty miles of us. Shall we not refresh ourselves?” 

Escort; Wes. The stranger is completely fatigued, and must be revived 
in order to finish this journey.” 

Officer: “I warn you, however, to be careful when approaching this well 
and see that you keep straight in the path that I point out. or else you will en¬ 
counter numberless reptiles of all descriptions, ready to thrust their poisonous 
fangs into you.” 

(After marching around the Lodge room another time, they will approach the well. If 
candidate complains 01 bis burden, touch him up occasionally with an electric shock in his feet. 
Imitation reptiles should be placed along the pathway lo the well.) 

Officer: “I have been to the well and satisfied myself with its pure, spark¬ 
ling water. You will perceive my footprints leading to it and If you step in 
them, no danger will befall you. Let the stranger's eyes he uncovered and 
burdens removed so he can safely approach and partake of the reviving elt^ 
ments.” 


(Candidate ia then brought to well and the moment be attempts to chink from the bucket, 
t blank Mrtndg* fc exploded, * the tniter upset an him and an electric shock received,) 
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IRON TEST 

When candidate Is conducted into Lodge room, or after he has been put through some 
"stunt” and acta a little nervous, a member addresses the presiding officer awl States tbit can¬ 
didate seems to he nervous; that he Judges front his aclons that lac lacks confidence in the Order ; 
he then moves that candidate he put to a severe test to judge whether he possesses the courage 
required to become a member,, Candidate may he asked to lie on a eot or on the floor just 
below the pulley which has been previously attached to ceilingi tile iron ball ss then attached to 
hook and handed to him that he may satisfy himself that it is solid iron ; just at that moment a 
member moves that candidate be blindfolded SO he cannot ace the torture, As soon ns blind folded 
the hollow rubber ball is hung on hook in place of iron one and drawn to the ceiling. Motion ja 
then made and carried, that candidate be allowed to see and that he himself he compelled to pull 
the string and cause the ball to drop. The blindfold is then removed. The result can better be 
imagined than described. 

If candidate refuse* to pull the string, the officer will order conductor to do it, and if can¬ 
didate attempts to arise to prevent the ball from falling on him, the officer will command attend' 
ants to hold him down. 

The iron test may also bo introduced as a punishment for refusing to obey some order or 
upon some fictitious charge. 


moral athletics, or defending yourself in 

THE DARK 

Two candidates or one candidate with one impersonating a candidate arc required for this 
*'’stunt" unless our "Dummy Man” is used as a fake candidate; for the real candtdc to box* 

The candidates are brought from ante-room without being hoodwinked and are halted near 
the ecnlcr of hall- Two pair* of boxing gloves are thrown at their feet by the officer! who ad¬ 
dresses them as follows; 

Officer: ^Gentlemen, our members are all required to be abk to defend 
themselves in the dark and we have here a test which will enable us to judge 
if you are made of fhe proper material for adoption in this Order. These 
gloves arc soft, so that there will be no danger of hurting each other While 
putting on the gloves, (he conductor will place on each of you a hoodwink and 
a prize fighter's belt. [ will act an referee." 

(After candidates are hoodwinked, let attendants hi.ckJc the belts with ropes attached around 
theft 1 vault. Fasten them together in front hy the small reme sn that they will stand about tour 
feet apart See that the large rope on the back of each candidates belt IS securely fastened to 
urong screw eyes in door or held by attendant*, A middle-man weaving 'a pair of gloves quietly 
Steps between, ami this man in to start the boxing and to tlte hift own judgment as to how hard 
or how lightly to box. -When all is ready, the officer will call time.) 

Officer; "Time." 

(Middle man puts in his work.) 

(The boxing can sometimes be made more interesting by some of members gathering around 
before the boxing commence* and betting on each man as the winner or officer may offer a 
priise to winner.) 

(Prize may consist of something ridiculous, not shown until after it, has been won.) 

We would highly recommend the use of the Electric Carpet in addition to Moral Athletics. 
Have candidates remove their shoes and stand on the mat, Whenever there is a lull just renew 
ihrir spirits with a little "strength-giving sensation." They would prefer a dozen hits m the luce 
revealing the "solar regions” rather than endure such a feeling. Revenge is sweet—so watch 
them try for another harder swipe at that other fellows block. 


THE ELECTRIC WHEELBARROW 

After candidate has passed through some very trying experiences, such as a "Trip Thru / 
Stormv Desert/" "Electric Branding Irons/' etc., and seems to be somewhat exhausted, the attend¬ 
ant may suggest a rest. A member may then suggest that while resting the candidate he given a 
rtfte. When lie is seated (after the manner shown in the illustration) the attendant may proceed 
to give him a ride. 
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(Another Way) 

If there are two candidate! (or one of the members may act os o Eats candidate), they may 
be presented ta chief officer's station, by conductor, as folEows: 

Conductor: ''Chief Officer, I present two friends who are desirous of be¬ 
coming members of (bis Lodge,” 

Officer: “My friends, I am pleased to see you take a step in Lbe right 
direction, and trust this Order may He of great benefit to you. However, owing 
to the many dangerous experiences through which you are about to pass, and 
as we only have one Physician present this evening, it is impossible to initiate 
more than on? candidate at a time. Then, too, our ceremonies arc very trying 
and we sometimes have more than we can do to care for one man, and we do 
not think it best to take any unnecessary risk by doubling the responsibility. 
This being the case, one of you will be excused from initiation. We do not want 
to show any partiality, therefore we will give each one a ride in our wheelbarrow, 
and the one that stays in the longest will be excused from further initiation/ 5 

(Candidates are then taken cut and breuabt in one at a time and given a ride in Electric 
Whcdlwrruw.J 


ELECTRIC CARPET 

Officer: (To candidate)—“My friend, I presume that it is your desire to 
become a member of this Order, or (to proceed further into the mysteries of 
this Order). It will be necessary for you to travel over a rugged road, and 
perhaps yon may be asked to cross the hot sands of the desert. Are yon willing 
to proceed?” 

(The eandtdata will answer in the affirm alive.) 

Officer: “Very well. Conductor, you will escort candidate to the ante¬ 
room and prepare him, to travel the road that leads to the place whore he can 
obtain the secret work of this Order,” 

(Conductor escorts candidate to ante-room, lias him remove shoes and stockings, and then 
hoodwinks him. During Ibis time attendant [nepare electric carpet.) 

(Conductor gives three raps.) 

Door Keeper: “Who comes here?” 

Conductor: “A brother, leading one who is unable to see or understand 
the mysteries of this Order, but being prepared, desires to be conducted over 
the hot sands of the desert to reach the I krone where our king will impart to 
him the knowledge he seeks" 

Door Keeper: "Give me the pass word and you may enter." 

(Conductor pretends to winder pass word.) 

Door Keeper: “Correct. You may enter and proceed on your journey/' 

(Conductor leads candidate oypt electric carpet. Candidate may be led around the room 
and over carpet several times if desired. Then carpet is quietly removed and, candidate is con* 
dueled to officer's station, just before reaching tlie station conductor may aay:) 

Conductor: "Wc are now approaching the king, who will impart the knowl¬ 
edge sought." 

(Arriving at station, hoodwink ii raised and conductor bows and says:) 

“Most Noble King, f present to you this candidate who has traveled over 
the hot sands, that he might receive the secret work of this Order/' 

(Officer advances, gives candidate ‘'glad hand" (electric hand .shake), saying:) 

Officer: "My friend, I congratulate you By joining this Lodge you de¬ 
rive benefits which could not otherwise Le obtained/' 

(Any of following tests may then be Introduced r “Throne of Honor, Trick Chair or Luna 
Tester.) 

THE TACK TEST 
(Introduction to Electric Carpet) 

(Conductor will present candidate to chief officer, and say,) 

Conductor: “Chief Officer, I present to you this candidate, who desires 
to be admitted into this Order/ 1 
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Officer: ''My friend, we have here a test that will try your courage* If 
you have read the history of our country, you have seen that thousands of sons 
have shed their blood for it Now, sir, to see if you possess the necessary cour¬ 
age, in case you were called upon to shed your blood for this noble Order, I will 
ask you to walk with your bare feet upon those tacks made from steel bayonets 
used in the Revolution of 1576. Every man that becomes a member of this 
Order must undergo this test. Are you willing to proceed?” 

(Candidate will consent.) 

“Guard, conduct candidate to the ante-room and prepare him." 

(Conductor will have candidate remove Iris shoes and SO* while in ante-rflflin, am:! hoodwink 
him. While this is being done, the electric carpet will he substituted for (he one with tacks.) 

(Conductor gives three raps on door. The door Is then opened by watchman.) 

Watchman: “Who comes there? 5 ' 

Conductor: “A candidate who is prepared to undergo the tests of this 
Lodge.” 

Watchman: “Then enter and advance to yonder test, and let him prove 
his courage." 

(Conductor escorts candidate to electric carpet.) 

Officer: “My friend, you are now standing before the steel tacks. You 
have agreed to undergo this test of courage. I therefore command you to walk 
with your bare feet upon those tacks made from steel bayonets* Prove your 
courage. 55 

t (Conductor escorts candidate over electric carpet, and after he has finished, officer grists 
him with glad hand—electric hand shake.) 

“My friend* I congratulate you for having proved yourself worthy of mem¬ 
bership in this Order. You will now advance and ascend the throne of honor, 
preparatory to receiving the obligations/' 

(Candidate may now be led onto the judgment stand or throne of honor. If Lodge has 
neither of above article-;, he may he asked, to lake a Scat on the surprise chair ) 


ELECTRIC CARPET 
{Another Way) 

This i$ especially recommended when a large sized electric carpet is used, 

(Conductor escorts candidate in ante-room, and has him remove his shoes and sox. During 
this lime attendants prepare the electric carpet and members form in a circle around ii. We 
would suggest that several members be equipped with some oF our burlesque papier maehe heads 
having water attachment and the balance with raise faces. A few hand spankers will add much 
merriment, to the initiation. While candidate with wooden shoes on hi# Feet is being conducted to 
the officer, members should purposely make audible remarks about what will happen to that poor 
fellow, etc.) 

Officer: "My friend, if appears from reports that have reached my ears, 
you are not to be recommended tonight as eligible for membership. I, myself 
thought you possessed the qualities which would make a good member. How¬ 
ever, it seems that a majority of the members present disagree with me and 
they claim that your good traits which I have heretofore praised are only as¬ 
sumed attributes. At any rale, we have a test which will readily determine 
the truth in this matter. Are you willing to undergo the ordeal?” 

(Candidate will answer in the affirmative.) 

Officer: “Very well. Conductor, you will allow those gentlemen who 
have raised objections to make the test, but see that they do not seriously injure 
him.” 

(Remove wooden shoe# from candidates Feet and escort him inside the “ring” on electric 
carpet. Alter using plenty of electric “spurting” try a little water “squirting" and us? the 
spankers quite frequently. Tantalizing remark# will also have much effect.) 
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THE ELECTRIC SPIKED PATHWAY 

(Attendant enters Lodge room ndth candidate hoodwinked, when officer addresses hint as 
follows:) 

Officer; [To attendant)—“Haiti I fear you are entering our threshold 
unprepared, as the proper signs were not given when entering. Are you sure 
the candidate was properly instructed by our chief advisor prior to his admit¬ 
tance? If not h a sad fate awaits him. However, all will be well if the proper 
answers known only to tine advisor anti myself are given in response to these 
questions. Should he fail to answer correctly then the Lodge must have a 
reason for this negligence (Officer now walks up to candidate and, putting his 
hand on his shoulder, says:) “My friend, please either repeat verbatim the 
answers that the advisor instructed, or forever hold your peace. What is the 
motto of the Lodge?' 1 

(Candidate will no doubt say, ,f I don't know,*'} 

Officer: “Brothers, this candidate gives a random answer, thus betraying 
our advisor. I believe he is a deceitful man, but before affirming this statement 
it would be better to give him another trial. While the attendants prepare the 
barricade that protects the entrance into our Lodge, the escort will take him 
into the ante-room and have bis shoes and sox removed. 1 ' 

Candidate retires, and attendants place electric spiked pathway near ante-room door. When 
escort reappears with him, officer says:) 

Officer: “ Si Hinge r, in the times of Chaucer, it was customary to east all 
deceitful men into a cistern whose sides and bottom were covered with sharp- 
edged swords. Prior to this merciless punishment, a trench was dug and needle- 
pointed spears set vertically about three inches apart Dirt was then filled in 
until the points only remained about an inch above the ground. If the accused 
victim could walk farefooted on the steel points without showing any signs of 
distress in his countenance, he was acquitted. We have a similar test whereby 
we will prove by your countenance whether you are deceiving us. Escort, you 
will proceed to find out whether his trilbies are easily punctured or not.” 

(Plenty of attendants should be on hand to SOfr that be is kept^ on pathway while electric 
current is turned on. Every time lie touches a spike and gets a shock simultaneously, lie will think 
his feet arc being- terrihly lacerated.) 


A CURRENT AFFAIR 
(Electric Wooden Shoes) 

Conductorr (To candidate in ante room)—'My friend, before placing your 
feet on the sacred grounds of this Order, I must hoodwink you and you will 
have to remove your shoes and sqx and enter titc room wearing these wooden 
shoes. The path that leads to the threshold of this noble Order is sometimes 
strewn with sharp-pointed tacks by some of our enemies; yon may also step 
upon poisonous reptiles, and for your protection we place these shoes upon your 
feet. As you walk, you will, for your own safely, lift your feet high, as there 
arc often wires stretched across our pat Si. 1 caution you to beware, for if you 
should stumble, it might he a fatal fall With this warning and with my assist¬ 
ance in escorting you, there is but little danger.” 

(When candidate lias been prepared, the electric cords arc quietly fasiened back oF shoe heels, 
and he Is escorted into lodije room. Attendant follows behind with battery, and as soon as can¬ 
didate has made 1 few higtl steps, attendant reminds him of the tacks by turning on (he electric 
current. If he protests, preskthijr officer may prefer charges JlffaittSt him for being stubborn. He 
may then be placed on the judgment stand or surprise chair. If he is game, conductor wiil halt 
In front of officer's station and address the officer:) 

Conductor: “Chief Officer, I present to you Mr, -— , who seeks 

the mysteries of this Order." 

(Officer, cm tending hand, fjraps candidate's hand ami gives him 4, fflad hand" (Electric hand 
shake),. 31-id say a:) 
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Officer: "My friend, I congratulate you for your wise judgment, etc,’* 

(II candidate jerks his hand loose, officer may prefer charges, then introducing 1 the throne 
ol judgment, guillotine, pillory or stocks, etc. If he Ea game, then he may be conducted to the 
nwtOSOOp* to receive the secret work, elc,) 


CROSSING THE SWINGING BRIDGE 
(Electric Bridge) 

Cu-ndnctor enters Lodge room With candidate and stops ill front of officer's Station. 

Conductor: "Worthy Chief Officer, I present to you Mr, -, 

who has expressed a desire of being initiated into the mysteries of this Order 
He is willing to do what others have, in order to receive the secret work,” 

Officer: "My friend, this is one of the most noble and honorable orders 
the world lias known. However, before introducing you info our sublime 
mysteries, I, as grand officer of this Lodge, deem it my duty to inform you that 
trials and dangers beset your pathway. Dangers most terrible in their nature 
will be encountered. You may be called upon to endure untold tortures more 
terrible than that of being burned at the stake, or you may he buried into a yawn¬ 
ing chasm or bottomless pit. It is the inexorable law of our noble Order to press 
Forward and never turn back until the goal is reached. You are now standing 
upon the blood-stained spot where many a brave man has sacrificed his precious 
life by becoming weak-kneed and showing the white leather before complet¬ 
ing his journey through our significant ceremonies. With this knowledge, are 
you willing to proceed r” 

(Candidate answers, lr I am/ 1 ) 

Officer: "Very well. Conductor, you will return with candidate to ante¬ 
room and remove his shoes and sox so that his footing may bq more secure. 
Then return with him hoodwinked/’ 

(Conductor prepares candidate, then returns to officer’s station.) 

Conductor: "Grand Officer, the candidate now awaits your orders/ 1 

Officer: ih My friend, you will now have to cross the river on the swinging 
bridge. This bridge is strongly built, but its swinging makes it hard for a 
weak-kneed coward to cross. For this reason and also to prove if you have that 
courage of which you boast, you will be compelled to cross it blindfolded. You 
will find an iron railing on either side for support in case you lose your balance. 
You will now proceed and remember our motto: 'Always press forward and 
never turn back7* 

(Conductor leads candidate lo bridge and as soon ns he gets started, causes it to swing 
wliLle attendant turns electric battery. Candidate will be compelled to lake hold of rnElings. to keep 
from falling, but tie will not bold them tariff, as every time lie touches one or both be (jets 
an electric shock,) 

The- battery ire furnish with this bridge and alt our electrical appliances carmoi injure auv 
one, though, to some wbo are very sensitive lo decirieity, it may prove a little painful if turned 
on too strong. We therefore suggest that the crank be turned slowly nt first and increase the 
speed if necessary, tut not enough, to make it too uncomfortable to candidate. 


ROCKY ROAD TO DUBLIN 

This may 3jc introduced and used same as electric carpet. Sec page XV. 


ELECTRIC RAZOR 

(This may be introduced nicely, especially cm a candidate who has nqt been smoothly shaven,) 
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Officer: “My friend, I note that you owe the barber for a shave which you 
neglected before entering this Lodge. We accept only nice smooth-faced fellows 
here for membership, and I will ask our barber to perform the duty that you 
have neglected/' 


TT £ B * rber ste h S * 6fward ‘™ l1 has candidate placed in diair in proper position for shavin.tr. 

Hr should use our J.ir(p muff of qu«Hanahlc character and rj Enrp> brush, While he is applying 

tile lather, he may ask candidate if he wants ’em shoved dose. He should appear !o handle 

the brush cai’cjj-e&sJy (not getting LiKhtr in hia ^yes) 3 urifj when ctoduiftte attempts to answer 

apply lire lather over his mouth.) 


Barber: “I have here a special razor that does the work without lathering 
the face. I am what is called a dry shaver. This razor lias such a keen edge 
that it takes them off smooth. If it strikes a snag, it simply pulls it right out. 
Now keep perfectly cool, and I will soon put you in proper shape to be adopted 
into this Lodge/ 

After candidate has been shaved the barber may use the trick comb and brush. 


THE JAG PRODUCER 

The "jag producer” can be med niedy by walking; candidate over it a time or two before 
leading turn cm the "electric carpet pr "rough roads”. 

It may also be used nicely just inside of Lodge room door, to make hoodwinked candidate 
walk oyer tt upon entering. Conductor may tell him he will have (o travel over rough and uneven 
roads m order to reach t ie threshold of the Lodge; that Tie will have to travel over the same 
road that all bad ta travel to seek the mysteries, of this Order, etc. 


INVISIBLE PADDLE MACHINE 


The same introduction may be used for this machine as for the lifting and spanking: machine, 
The results are very simitar as far as the spanking effect is concerned, but the principles of 
accomplishing these results are altogether different. Candidate need not be hoodwinked; 


IMPROVED LIFTING AND SPANKING MACHINE 
(Form One) 

(Candidate is hoodwinked and presented at officer's station.) 

Officer: (To_ candidate)— r, My friend, before advancing further into the 
secret work of this Order, it will be necessary for you to prove that you are an 
able-bodied man, as none but the strong and healthy can become members of 
the Order. We have an automatic lifting machine which registers your weight 
and also the number of pounds you can lift. Your weight and strength are to 
be recorded on our Lodge records for future reference, and in order that you 
may not have the opportunity of 'faking/ you will have to be hoodwinked while 
you make this test. We have a record of each of our members. You will now 
be conducted to the lifting machine, and the conductor will instruct you how 
to proceed. 

(Conductor places, candidate on lifting; machine, and Instructs him to stoop and take hold of 
band Lea and lift all he possibly can.) 


LIFTING AND SPANKING MACHINE 


(Form Two) 


(Conductor «i11era Lodge room with candidate hoodwinked, and stops in front of presiding 
officers station. Hie lifting and spanking: machine is in readiness, and conductor addresses officer.) 


Conductor: "Chief Officer, I present to you Mr. ---- who desires 

to he initiated into the mysteries of our noble Order/' 

Officer! My friend, I congratulate you, and I am glad to have the oppor¬ 
tunity of adopting you as one of our brothers. However, before permitting you 
to sec and divulging to you any of the secret work, you wtll have to satisfy 
the Lodge that you are of sound health, as it is not our intention to accept for 
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membership any who will have to be supported by this Lodge- I will first tost 
your strength. We have, for that purpose, an automatic scale and lifting ma¬ 
chine. You will please state your weight/’ 

(Candidate states Height,) 

"Now, sin I will set the scale at just twice your weight, and if you have the 
necessary strength to pass, you will lift twice your weight. If you lift the re- 
qitired amount, the bell will t ing and our recorder will make a record in his hook 
which will entitle you to proceed with the initiation. You will step upon the 
platform, stoop to take hold of the two handles, and proceed to lift/’ 

(The candidate pulls &nd the machine does the rest.) 


LIFTING MACHINE 
(With Water Attachment) 

Officer: (To candidate)— 1 "My friend, before advancing you further into 
this Order, there is one requirement. I would be wasting time to consider your 
application if you cannot successfully pass the examination connected with a test 
we are about to make. The head officials of our Order have wisely passed a 
law prohibiting men of weak physical conditions from joining our ranks. There 
is no better method of determining the real facts than by an exhibition of your 
strength. In order to qualify and meet the requirements of this test, it is neces¬ 
sary that you lift the requisite number of pounds scheduled according to your 
weight. We have for this purpose an automatic self-registering machine. If 
you do not make good, we shall be obliged to dismiss you and refund the initia¬ 
tion fee. Please take your position at the machine as instructed by the attend¬ 
ant while I note the results of your strength/’ 

(Candidate takes hold of handles and as soon as lie pulls, the machine shoots a blank cart¬ 
ridge, and al the same lime delivers a free bath.) 


THE MUSCULAR TEST 

(Conductor presents candidate to officer.) 

Officer: “My friend, before imparting any of the secret work to you, I 
will have to test your strength. None but strong, able-bodied men can become 
members of this Order. You will please display your strength to the members 
of this Lodge by lifting this two hundred pound weight. If you can lift this 
weight and hold it up one minute without lotting it rest against your knees, you 
will be permitted to proceed. (Officer takes out his watch.) Now, sir, you will 
show' us what you can do/' 

(Candidate will, of course, drop it when be feels ihc electric cumnt.) 

Officer: "My friend, I am sorry to discover that you are not an able- 
bodied man, and that you cannot be admitted except by a two-thirds vote of 
the Lodge. You may be seated while the Lodge votes on the question.” 

(Seat* candidate on trick chair, or place* him on judgment stand or throne of judgment 
(throne of honor) and disposes of him as described on papes II, XXI and XXIV. 


DeMOULIN’S PATENT LUNG TESTER 

The lung tester can be Introduced nicely after candidate has been put through other trials. 
It is such an innocent looking instrument and is introduced, so nicely, that candidate will not 
suspect a joke. 

Officer: (To Candidate)—"My friend, you have, thus far proved yourself 
worthy of becoming a member of this Order. You have undergone various tests, 
some of which were intended for the amusement of the Lodge, while others 
were to impart or illustrate valuable lessons to you, showing how easy it is 
for one to he deceived unless he is constantly on the lookout, You have been 
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tauglit that even among friends, you may bo deceived- This proves how im¬ 
portant it is to always use care and good judgment in all your actions. Wc who 
have been benefited by these lessons, have also been taught the importance of 
having all of our candidates rigidly examined by a prominent physician before 
accepting them as members, and now that the attendants have finished with 
you, it becomes my duty to have you receive the final examination for adoption. 
According to statistics, a greater per cent of insured men die of tuberculosis than 
from any other disease and our head physician has compelled us to adopt an 
instrument for making this test when there is any reason to doubt the ordinary 
examination as being sufficient evidence of perfect lungs. I have in my posses¬ 
sion a letter from a member of our Lodge in which he cautions me to have you 
examined carefully; he says that bis acquaintance with your relatives justifies 
him iti making this request, hence I will turn you over to our physician for 
examination. Physician, please advance and make careful examination of this 
candidate s lungs. 1 ' 


(A physician. or one impersonating a physician, advances with In tig tester, or he may be 
Stationed at a deiif? oil which the lung tester is placed, and lie will invite candidate to step over 
to his desk. He will then examine candidate m per regular blank forms fni-nishcd with I miff 
tester, winch will lend him On without fail.) 


(After candidate has btown in the lung tester the physician may say:) 

Physician? "Grand Officer, I recommend this candidate as having a good 
pair of lungs; in fact, they were too much for my instrument He blew so 
hard that he caused it to explode/' 


(In making tins report, physician will conduct candidate to officer's station, and officer may 
congratulate him, grasping Ins hand with the “glad hand" (electric hand shake). Tins never 
fails to work at this moment, as candidate is not suspecting anything just then.' The ‘Varm" 
hand shake will make him wonder iF he It ever be on Ins lookout enough to not get the worm of it.) 


TKAITOR’S JUDGMENT STAND 

One of the easiest and most honest-looking pieces of Lodge furniture to introduce. 

Candidate, after having met with various experiences, such ns the molten lead test, the 
branding test, iron test* spifeey Stool, electric lavatory, or any tent where a fictitious charge can 
he originated, IS asked to take a position on judgment stand while Lodge disposes of his cs»e. 
After members have discussed Ins case, pro and con, one makes a motion that User let the 
subject drop, i’he presiding officer announces that the motion has carried, ending with a loud 
rap of we gavel, and just at that moment the attendant presses the lever, allowing the "subject" 
to drop. 

Or the candidate might be given an opportunity to plead his own case, Just when he gets 
very earnest m explaining the reasons for his conduct, the attendant does his duty. 

. c l « h S: fS^ate is found guilty and sentenced to be shot, bring out the cannon. Just as it 
ts fired, let the candidate drop. 

If electric lights arc uscdjn Lodge room, ibis scene can be mode more impressive by throwing 
the switch, leaving the mom in total darkness, just ai the cartridge explodes. Everybody should 
keep perfectly quiet for a moment. Then turn the lights on again and candidate will W looking 
up for the hole in the ceiling though which he thinks he lias fallen. 


TUNNEL OF TROUBLE 

Two candidates arc required for this "stunt,” Conductor escorts them to officer's station, 
and officer addresses them. 

Officer? "My friends, you know that tilts world Is hill of obstacles, often 
preventing one from achieving success, on account of lacking Courage and per¬ 
severance, It as not our desire to accept members into this Order who lack the 
proper amount of courage and push, as we do not want members who will be 
altogether dependent on the good will and benefits of this Order, We have pre¬ 
pared a test which will enable us to judge your merits before accepting you. 
i ou will be blindfolded and divested of shoes and then be required to enter, one 
at each end of that tunnel (pointing to tunnd), and the one out at the opposite

(Candidate arc hoed winked. The large ball, is then quietly railed into the center of tunnel, 
fvnq candidates arc started In, one at each end,) * 
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Officer: "Now, gentlemen, remember not to allow anything to block your 
way or to interfere with your passage if you want to be eligible to membership." 

{When candidates reach ball the bin begin*.) 

The electric carpet sold with 1 ltrmet is a splendid addition for bushels of fun. a* _candidates 
can hr “touched up” occasional Ey if they get fired or if they are not inclined 10 work lively. 


BABY DOLL 

After initiation Etas been completed (?) and candidate is seated in Ijadife, have some in ember 
appearing evdted, enter with a sinnlcil baby, the baby screaming and call inn 4, ifa! MaL” etc* 
After everything has become quiet have member with baby make the following announcement; 

Member: “This baby was left on Lite steps outside ante-room door, and 
will have to be cared for until Lodge has adjourned, a I which time it can be 
placed in proper hands. Who will care for the child until that time?" 

All members will look at each Other questioningly, each member licing certain that he never 
was very successful in quieting infants; especially any with such a bad disposition as this one. 
After till* has gone on for a short lime some member get up and make the following remarks 

“Sovereign®, since our newly elected member has quite a number of these 
of his own at home, and knowing that he has had a great deal of experience in 
this line, I think he is the best qualified member to look after the wants of the 
baby until Lodge has adjourned," 

Hard baby to candidate and watch developments. When the child has givon evidence that it 
is ‘‘wet", liaml candidate the diaper atid request that he “change” the kid. 


STRIKING MAUL 

(Candidate is hoofiwtokcd and presented to chief officer's station.) 

Conductor (to candidate): “My friend, you now stand before our grand 
officer. You will get down upon your knees in Oriental fashion and prostrate 
yottr self in obeisance to him," 

When candidate gets in proper position aid trousers are nicely stretched at the scat, the maul 
may be applied with telling results. 

(May also be introduced with Blarney stone, (Sec page XXVI.) 


UPWARD, ONWARD, DOWNWARD 

(This may he introduced in same manner as roller pathway, lmt with much hotter effect and 
results. It ia an excellent means whereby charges may be disposed of and can be appropriately 
nurd to connection with almost any of Our initiatory devices. When candidate fetuses to obey itl_ 
structions and h t is commanded to account lor his actions, let him tread his way in pursuit of 
some place where he might rest and ask Use pardon of the Order. Just at that moment like plat¬ 
form lor which he is so thankful drops, and he IS precipitated down llie inclined shoot in a very 
accelerated motion. Simultaneously a cartridge will be exploded with a loud report.) 


THE WIRELESS TRICK TELEPHONE 

This trick 'photic should he erected at some convenient place in the Lodge room. It may be 
placed on wall back of presiding officer's station, with call or push button concealed under top 
of aland so officer may cause hell to ring when ready to spring the suqirLSe on candidate* 

(The 'phone rings,) 

Officer: (Answers the call.) “Hello, yes this is the Lodge hall. Who (lid 

you say? Mr.-. Ah, yes T he is here. Do you want to talk to him? 

All right, just hold the 'phone a minute and I'll have him talk to you." 

Officer: (Addressing candidate)—“Mr. —, you are wanted at the 

telephone," 

(Candidate will advance and say “Hello” a time or two, hut receive no reply,) 

Officer: “Perhaps your party has hung up his 'phone; you better ring 
him tip,” 

(Candidate rings, and then cartridge explodes with a loud blowing wEiiin powder all 

over hi* face.) 
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Use in Club Rooms 

The- trick telephone is also wnrfnicntly used in Club room. It may 1*e unreduced the sann 
as in Lodge work. It may also l>e kept loaded and a city telephone directory hung by its Hide. 
This wilt cause many to be caught without the assistance or suggestion of any one. It is often 
worked in Club rooms by several persona entering into an argument about something,, and 
they tell the person to rail up some one to prove who is right in the matter. 

Or. it may be worker! by having an engagement at Club rooms with party you wish to catch. 
Tell him to meet yon at the Club at a given hour., and if yOu ore not there when he arrives, to 
call you up by 'phone and yon will come at once, etc., etc. 


PILLOW FIGHT 

(This can be introduced nicely when there are two or more candidates.) 

Officer: “Brothers, having more than one candidate to initiate this even¬ 
ing, I would request that two of them participate in a pillow fight, and the 
champion be excused from further initiation, I will then permit him to take a 
seat among the brothers and enjoy the work. Attendants, prepare the candidates 
and also have plenty of strong brothers to hold the canvas tightly underneath 
the pole, so that in case one of the candidates should fall he will not be hurt." 

(Here the proper number of mPtt come forward with “Toss-up Blanket,” and as j soon _as one 
of tlic candidates falls into it, carry him in blanket from underneath pole and give him the 
“toss-up performance.” Care should be exercised not in be too rough and Tint let the blanket 
slack enough to allow biin to strike the floor. With a little practice, this can be performed with 
perfect safely, and will create much metxifrteilt. ) 


THE TOSS UP 

Tossing blanket IE spread smoothly on floor a short distance m front of presiding _ officer. 
Conductor enters the room with candidate who ts hoodwinked, and escorts him to a position in 
Center of blanket, then halts. 

Officer: (Givei three raps with gavel and announces): “All will 1>c seated," 

Conductor: “Chief Officer, there are no chairs for the candidates and my 
self.” 

Officer: “Our good attendance this evening makes us short of chairs. You 
may scat yourselves on the floor for the present," 

(Conductor and candidate si! on blanket, hut as soon as seated, conductor quietly steps off 
blanket and attendants quietly take hold of the straps round edges of blanket.) 

Officer (to candidate): "My friend, before conferring any of the secret 
work on you, you will have to favor the brothers with a song. You wilt proceed 
to sing, 'Nearer, My God, to Thee'. tJ 

(If candidate refuses to sing, the brothers wilt cry out. “Throw him out, tie’s no good," 
etc., etc. Then attendants at a given signal start candidate up and put him through the “tosa-up 
as they see fit.) 

(If candidate Sings or attempts to sing, then the brothers wall say “Thai's bum!” “It's hor¬ 
rible!” “He’s no good I” “Throw him outl” etc., and attendant} will then toss him up.) 

Some care and judgment should be exercised not to lot the blanket slack enough to allow 
candidate to strike the floor. 
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PILLORY 

To introduce the pillory, a fictitious charge is made against candidate, and, aa a penalty, or 
to test his courage, officer will proceed as fofiowa p 

Officer: "'Brothers, before satisfying ourselves ns to the qualities of this 
candidate it will be necessary to test his courage. I note that we have with us 
this evening Professor Jackson, who is an expert at knife throwing. With the 
consent of this Lodge* attendants may place candidate in the pillory, and I will 
ask Professor Jackson to display his ability at knife throwing, by showing us 
how close he can stick them to the candidate's head without injurying him. At¬ 
tendants, bring forth the pillory and prepare candidate." 

(Attendants place candidate captive iti pillory and "Prof. Jackson'' conies forward ani places a 
table or stand ahnut 20 feet in front of pillory. He then brings the twelve large steel knives and 
drops them hard upon the table, and with one knife in hand looks toward candidate and Bays:/ 

Prof. Jackson: "Brothers, I am going to show you how expert one becomes 
in knife throwing by continued practice. I ain going to show you that I can 
imbed the points of these knives within half an inch or less of the candidate's 
head, but before beginning, I want to request the candidate not to move his 
head or try to dodge any of the knives, as the slightest move on his part might 
prove fatal " 

Officer: M I would deem it safest to hoodwink him, as I fenr it will be im¬ 
possible for him to refrain from dodging. Attendant, hoodwink the candidate ” 

(Attendant hoodwinks him,) 

Prof. Jackson: “Now, str, hold perfectly quiet. I will not attempt to throw 
the first two or three knives very close.” 

(Instead of throwing the knives, they are quietly brought near pillory, and wlien the special 
large knife has been placed in slot on pillory, Prof. Jackson saysi) 

Prof, Jackson: “Now ready” 

(Attendant strikes the handle of one of the knives hard against the pillory and ieis it drop 
to floor,) 

Prof. Jackson: "That was a. wild throw. I must be out of practice. I 
will try again." 

(Another knife is struck against the pillory and the large one in slot is canned To vibrate 
by springing the blade and let it go suddenly.) 

Prof. Jackson: “That is a little better.” 

(The test may be continued du this line for some time, After throwing a few, ,J Jackson" may 

say;) 

Prof. Jackson: “Gee, that was dose! The knife slipped just as I threw 
it, etc,, etc,” 

(With a little practice and judgment, this test can he made very realistic.) 


THRONE OF HONOR 

The throne may be introduced as the last part of any initiation by idling candidate that he 
has now finished his ’mark, and may ascend to the Throne of Honor, where he wilt be crowned 
with the crown he has won. Tq assure him he will not be molested during tluj remainder of the 
evening, a slab of steel (rubber) spikes is placed nt bottom of stairs. Afler taking his seat, and 
he seems to think Hint all is welt, the officer says, "Crown him,” and hr is crowned with a crown 
which has a wet sponge in the top. At [he same time, attendant touches a trigger and he starts 
Iris downward CO; rie from a celestial Arcadia to a lamentable Abyss. On arriving at the bottom, 
t'lf Lodge has one of our wagons) he is surprised to find a. call (E) in readiness, and as soon 
as he secures bin equilibrium two ntfendanls proceed to give him a ride around (be world iu 
three minutes. Our spikey liloek can also lie arranged On the wagon fro he will have a most 
comfortable (?) seat. Candidate must be blindfolded when wagon is used. 
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THE LIQUID AIR TANK 

Tank will produce much amusement if kept loaded in Club or Lodge rDa-m. 

It may also be introduced to candidate while being initiated, as follower 

After candidate hu been pul through several “stunts”, conductor In a very natural way suff- 
nests that a nice cool drink would be very refreshirtff W himself as well as to candidate, or, 
it would probably be preferable to introduce it in this manner 1 

Have the lank on a stand near officer’s station and after candidate has gone through several 
“stunts” and appears to be rather warm and thirsty, he is taken to officer'a station for further 
instructions; 

Officer: “My friend, you appear to be warm and you arc no doubt thirsty. 
Before proceeding further, you may refresh yourself with ice water from the tank 
and I will also ask you lo fill a cup for me before I recite the obligation to you." 

(Candidate will attempt to draw water from ihe faucet, but he will change bis mind when 
the fi durned thing goes off/') 


Z1G ZAG ROAD 

Here are the following things a candidate imagines, when be gets on this mad: Looping the 
loon: meandering through a lumber camp strewn with logs; dodging a tin can and club in a 
game of “sbinney on your own aide 1 " 1 ; running a footrace on a pile of mck, etc.™ etc, h i* * 
mighty fine ihing to introduce when candidate is first brought into Lodge room. Have it right at 
the door, and the moment be steps on it let attendants get busy. Two escorts , one on each side 
of candidate—are really necessary at times to enable him to keep has equilibrium while attend- 
ants manipulate the ropes. This is a real live “stunt” anil will Muse mysteries to rewlulionize in 
Hie mind of candidate that would never have materialized otherwise. 


CLEANLINESS IS NEXT TO GODLINESS 
(The Electric Lavatory) 

Officer: (To candidate, who has previously been requested to remove his 
shoes and sox)— ‘Now, sir, before proceeding further toward becoming a mem¬ 
ber of Ibis Order, you will have to wash your hands as a token of the purity of 
your intentions. You will then he permitted to advance further. Conductor, 
you will escort the candidate to the lavatory/ 1 

(Conductor escorts candidate to lavatory and has him stand oo mat. When he gets his hands 
welt Into the winter, attendant turns crank of electric battery and candidate will suddenly make 
UP hig mind tint to wash. He may lie requested to proceed, but will not be able to do to. 
Conductor then sayai) 

Conductor: ‘ Most noble King, the candidate refuses to obey your order*/’ 

(Officer may then prefer charges against him and order him placed on judgment a^d, 
throne of judgment (throne of honor) or any other test that the Lodge may have to introduce.) 


the coin test 


(The Electric Lavatory) 

Drop a coin in the basin and order candidate to take it out and deliver it to chief officer, 
celling him that this coin will permit him to advance to a place of high honor m the Lodge, 
he delivers the coin, conduct him to throne of honor, where he is crowned with a wet_ sponge, 
Tl he fails to deliver the coin he may be introduced to the guillotm, the judgment Stand or the 
spikey stool. et% 


THE ELECTRIC FOUNTAIN 

(After candidate has been put through several “funis" officer-suff E eats that he looks warm 
and asks that all officers fidvan^ with candidate to fountain and drink to his health and honor 
in becoming a member. The presiding officer will lake candidate, who is In His bare feet, and 
lead him to fountain, and have him stand on the mat All other officers will congregate around, 
each dipping a tup uf water and asking candidate In help himself when they‘Will drink with him. 
As be attempts to elip up the witter, electric current will do the rest. Ask htin to try again, and 
tdl him if he refuses to drink, it wdll lie an insult to the Lodge,) , . 

(Upon candidate's refusal to drink. Willi officers Of Lodge, the Officer tnay prefer charges 
against him, leading him on to the judgment stand, throne of honor, trick chair, branding, etc., etc. 
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SPANKER 

A splendid art id e to use on candidate when a startling effect is desired. If you happen to 
have one who imagines lhat he knows it ail, juat let someone tap him from behind and remind 
him that there are other things just ai explosive as ilia mouth. IE is surprisingly how meek lie 
will become. 

There are many places where it can he introduced during the initiation. 


TRICK MIRROR 

The trick mirror should be the last stunt introduced. Have it bung in a 
very conspicuous place, so candidate cannot help but notice it among the other 
Lodge fixtures when lie first conics in from ante-room. At various times during 
initiation when candidate is not hoodwinked^ different members should step up 
to mirror and, in a natural way, comb their hair. Of course, candidate will 
observed but nevertheless, he will think nothing of the trick to follow. Therefore 
he cart easily lie brought before mirror by attendant, who states that as soon as 
he combs his hair and appears like a gentleman the Lodge will permit him to 
take a seat with the rest of the members. Or, he may be instructed to prepare 
for the banquet, which will follow very soon. 


THE BLARNEY STONE 

(Ever 3 r Lodge iboidd have this device for it is easily introduced, Place the stotte about 5 
feet from officers station but be cEirtiul that connection is concealed by a rug.) 

Officer: “My friend, ever since the creation of the world, there has been 
superstition iti the minds of all people I shall venture to assert that you never 
were more superstitious in all your life than just before you came into this 
Lodge room tonight. Just what you have expected to happen, l can’t say, but 
nevertheless, I know you are considerably interested as to the condition of your 
physical anatomy when we are through demonstrating the mysteries of this 
great Order to you. However, we have not failed to make provisions whereby 
you will be greatly benefited if you only do as we bid. Now, listen very carefully 
to what I have to say, and promise me before proceeding that you will do as 
instructed, (Candidate promises ) Just a slip of the tongue or an unthoughtful 
action will he the cause of you suffering many severe penalties. Therefore, to 
protect you against any mistakes very liable to occur, we have secured—at a 
great expense—a piece of the stone taken from the Blarney Castle in Ireland. It 
is the peculiar and singular property of this stone to give wonderful skill m 
speech, thought and action to every individual who kisses it, and you should 
consider yourself very lucky that we afford you such an opportunity. You now 
have the privilege of kissing the Blarney Stone, but understand, you must be 
sincere in this matter and obediently do as I have bidden." "Conductor, show 
the candidate the Blarney Stone, for I have promised him protection if lie com¬ 
plies with my request." 

(Candidate's hands must be handcuffed or tied behind him. and also insist that he gd 
down upon His knees to kiss the stone. When opportune, officer will squeeze the bulb and, 
■i small geyser will immediately he prevented from pursuing its upward course by coining lit 
contact with candidate's face.) 


BLEEDING TEST 

This test can be introdiEced to candidate who wants act "smart 1- ’ or 4r frisky" while he is 
put through some lest. 

Conductor: “Chief Officer t (his candidate seems to be a little too 'frisky.’ 
I think something should be done to tame him a little before proceeding further.” 

Officer: “Worthy Conductor. I have also noticed that the candidate seems 
to make light of this initiation. I think he need? cooling down a little. Sup¬ 
pose wc bleed him.'* “Attendants, take charge of candidate, and draw a quart or 
more of blood from him, and see if that will tame him. 1 ’ 
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(Conductor leads candidate to bucking cducIj, attendants having hold of tin: ropes As booh 
as candidate gets a eomFurtabte position, they Mart the ■’■dream"' a little slow at first to give 
candidate a dunce to brace himself., and then let him have it pretty lively, but he careful not to 
he so rough as to throw him off on the floor, After he has had enough “nightmare”, officer will 
go to lounge, grab candidate by the shoulder, shake him and say:) 

Officer; “Here! Here! Wake up I Wake up! You must be having a 
nightmare. You have been raising such a disturbance that we could not pro¬ 
ceed with our work. Conductor, yon had better return the candidate to my 
station, and we will finish giving him the work before bringing in the other 
fellow/' 

(The candidate may then be led to some other test if desired,) 


the saw mill 

This may be introduced nicely after candidate has received some of the secret work, lie 
is then returned to ante-ream with instructions to gain admission by proper raps and password. 
As he enters, he is seized by four or more persons who are masked to impersonate outlaws. 
They throw him down anil demand password or secret work, He refuses, of course, to (five it, 
as 3ie has pledged himself never to reveal it. They (bon threaten to take hia life or put him 
in some torture to compel him to revc.il the secrets of the Order. One suggests to cut off his 
fingers or iocs, another suggests some other torture, until finally they decide to Siind him to the 
platform of a saw mill and saw him in two. When they have him bound to platform they start 
the mill running, and as he is drawn dowr and closer to saw. the? ask him if be will give the 
secret yet. Just before lie in drawn into iavy, several members come running and shouting: 

"See the outlaws! Capture them! They are trying to make our candidate reveal the secrets 
of our Order." (Outlaws rilil away and candidate is unbound.) 

Captain of the Rescuers; “What means this? Have yon proved yourself 
worthy of our protection by refusing to give these outlaws our secret work?" 

(Candidate will answer "Yes”.) 

“We congratulate you on your honor and courage, and we are glad to 
recommend you to this Order/’ 

(Leading candidate to officer.) 

“Grand Officer, we present you this candidate, whom we found a captive 
of outlaws, and he was going to permit them to take his life rather than reveal 

to them the secrets of this Order. We recommend hint to you as a worthy 

person for adoption into our Order.” 

(From thin, test, Candidate nifty he introduced to any of the following: tests: LllJIg Tester: 

Lifting Machine: Electric Fountain; Trick Chair, or officer may give the "glad hand” (electric 

band shake), while congratulating him.) 


DECEPTIVE BEER OR WINE GLASS 

After candidate has gone through several Stunts", he fa conducted to officer's station for 
further instructions, Officer having deceptive glasses and bottle with platter pn bis stand, will say: 

Officer: ,p My friend, T am now glad to greet you as a brother of our Order 

and invite you to drink with me to your good health. ,r 

(Hands candidate glass.) 

“May you prosper In wealth and remain in good health to a good old age,” 

(Officer raises glass |p hi.* lips as if to drink and candidate will do likewise. This should all 
be done rather quickly bo candidate will not give it much thought. The wine glass deception may 
be made more perfect by putting about a 1 easponlfi.il of water in tbc top. When candidate lias 
made attempt Its drink, officer will say 0 

Officer: "The intention of this test was not to Lrific with your feelings, 
but to teach yott how easy it is to be deceived, evert among those whom you 
may lake to be your friends, Let me impress upon your mind the one import¬ 
ant thing in this world. Be ever watchful and cautious in fill that you do. This 
will often save you trouble and money/' 
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
